We are helping residents across Dunedin get 
involved in backyard trapping. Reducing 
possums to very low numbers in key parts of 
the city is our focus. We provide possum and 
rat traps, training and support to get people 
involved right from home. 


All our traps are safe to use around pets, do not 
contain toxins, and meet humane testing 


guidelines. 


Dunedin's urban parks and reserves provide 
important habitat for native birds, lizards and 
insects. Reducing predators to low numbers in 
these areas will allow native forest to regenerate 
and wildlife to live safely. One day birds like kaka 
could nest in our reserves again! 


We have hundreds of traps protecting reserves 

across the city. Trap lines are checked regularly 
by trained volunteers and we are always looking 
for more people to help. 


Reducing the threat of introduced predators 
will take the whole community.
